Mr. Day, the Iowa State Agent, is re- 
ported to have estimated that tuat agency 
has saved to the farmers of Lowa not less 
than $1,500, this year. 

The Patrons of Scott county, Ken- 
tucky, have determined to erect a ware- 
house on the railroad for their own bene- 
fit, to stow away their produce, 

The Minnesota State Grange urges each 
patron in the State to contribute at least 
five cent a month during the winter to 
relieve suffering brethren in the grasshop- 
per region. ‘ 
The first grange was organized in 
Washington by Mr. Saunders, Superin- 
tendent of the Department of Agriculture. 
The second in Minnesota, by the secre- 
“— of Washington Grange, , 

The Geange of Chico, Cakt has. re- 
solved, that, in view of the great scarci- 
ty of domestic help in that State, it 
should be the duty of the executive com- 
mittee of the State Grange to take im- 
mediate steps to perfect such arrange- 
ments with the order in the Atlantic 
States as will enable them to import fe- 
male help by the car load, under the 
auspices of the order. 

The Patrons’ Helper says: The church 
has politicians in it, the Grange has poli- 
ticians, and in both alike, as everywhere 
else, the politicians strive in some way to 
help themselves by using their fellows, 
and to carry out their base views by log- 
rolling with other politicians equally base 
and equally self-seeking. But that does 
not make eitherthe Grange or the church 
a political institution, and it never will. 
The Grange is social and business organ- 
ization, not a political one. 

A recent circular of the executive com- 
mittee of the New York State Granger 
makes a suggestion applicable to all the 
large cities. ‘‘ The committee are ve 
desirous that sufficient space be allotted. 
laid out and designated by the cities of 
New York and Brooklynn, to be used’as 
a market place, where the producer and 
consumer can come in closér business 
connection. They would respectfully 
urge the necessity of the enterprise, and 
invite the co-operation of the officials and 
those in authority in the different cities, 
to facilitate this important project.” 

It is stated that the Missouri State 
Grange, having resolved to found a man- 
ufacturing establishment, called for sub- 
scriptions to the amount of $100,000 
from subordinate granges, but have re- 
ceived only a feeble response. ‘The di- 
rectors of the proposed company not 
only report this discouraging circnm- 
stance to the State Grange, but go on to 
say, ‘‘after much thought and investiga- 
tion, we are impressed. with other diffi- 
culties Which environ the enterprise as 
proposed, and can only feel apprehen- 
sions of probable failure.— Western Rural. 
There are fifty-one granges in Indiana 
which have saved their nrémbers on an 
average of $578.50 to each grange, and 
eighty-five others $407.25 to each grange 
on average, by making their purchases 
direct of manufacturers. Here we have 
a saving of $71,191.55 by only 185 of the 
1,992 granges in this State. We have no 
reliable information from the other 1,857 
ranges, but it is fair to presume that all 
of them have made large savings by di- 
rect dealings, and the whole amount 
would doubtless astonish even the mem- 
bers themselves. It is idle to talk about 
destroying an institution which is doing 
so much for its members. Here is a 
bond of union which is substantial, and 
ought to be palpable enough to the out- 
side world to show them how foolish the 
thought is that the granges will desolve. 
—Idiana Farmer.

During the Terrible Storm.

Tuscumpsa, Aba., Nov. 28, 1874. 

Nearly a week—a long, desolate one to 
many here—has passed since the never- 
to-be-forgotten storm visited us. Since 
daylight Monday mornmg the blows of 
the hammer and the of the trowel 
have filled the air with their busy notes, 
uninterrupted by a chilling rain to-day, 
whicn falls alike on the new-made graves 
of some, and into the hearts of many 
homeless victims of the late fearful ‘ca- 
lamity. All who were able, commenced 
at once to repair and rebuild with an 
energy that outlived the herrors and 
ravages of war, and which nothing but 
death can conqur. Those who lost 
everything in the wreck of their homes 
are paralyzed and lielpless as yet, but 
with liberal help from abroad, even 
though it be but to the extent of half 
their loss, will rally with their usual for- 
titude and resolution, and fight the 
battle of life gamely to the end. 

The following contributions, other 
than those from isville, which amount 
to upwards of fifteen hundred dollars, 
have beon received: 


Merchants of Market street, Nashville 
through Mr. Sawrie—Seventy-seven 
sacks of flour, one barrel flour, two 
tierces meat, and sundry small articles.

These trifling leaders, 
of whom we have spoken, were . full to 
the brim of political barangues and abuse 
of the whte people; and yet the 
convention, made up in large part of 
se] f-appointed scamps, backed down from 
any action looking to emigration. The 
insolence, stupidity and absurdities of 
the so-called delegates, were amazing 
even for the negro race. Their whole 
stock in trade amounted to an outcry 
against the whites, simply because their 
superior intelligence had put legislation 
and government into their hands; gnd 
hence, as negroes could not rule, they 
ought to leave. 

Just bere it may be well to allude to 
a communication in this paper somewhat 
touching the subject, and asserting that 
this is neither a white man’s government 
noru black man’s government. While the 
article in question contains many sensi- 
ble ideas, we sce no reason for discuss- 
ing the matter of whose government 
this is. Certainly it was not originally 
intended. politically for the blacks, but 
for tae whites. However, the work of 
the fathers of the republic has been over- 
turned or changed by ‘‘amendments,” 
and the negro has been given equal po- 
litieal rights. But essentially this gov- 
ernment is still a whife man’s govern- 
went,and will remain foreversuch. The 
superior intelligence of the white race, 
that grand intellect which has been de- 
nied the negro, will for all time secure 
political ascendancy and the administra- 
tion of the government. The negro peo- 
ple would never have indulged their high 
absurd notions in the political arena save 
for the teaching of the infamous carpet- 
bagger and the radical party, actuated by 
the greed of power. The negro will soon 
learn that thisis a white man’s govern- 
ment still, in that he is powerless 
toc ope with him socially or intellectually. 
It is the fiat of omnipotence, to which the 
negro race must bow. 

But this does not argue that the col- 
ored man has not equal political rights, 


hand does not enjoy the equal protection 


of the law. Not at all. He has the 
same rights of person and property, and 
is free to work out his own fortune or 
happiness. But there is the rub. He 
must work. He need not expect to find 
in Mississipp1 or Florida, existence with- 
out toil. Work he must, but that is just 
what too many of them do not want to 
do,and will not, exeept as forced by dire 
necessity. "This indisposition to labor is 
what makes them listen so readily to 
false tales of cheap rich lands and easy 
living in distant states. 

The faet isthat the great majority of 


notintend_ to emigrate. We are glad 
that itis so, for any large emigration of 
the laboring class would materially re- 
tard our prosperity. But these political 
negroes, supported in vagabondism by 
c utributions from the scanty earnings of 


their race, would bea glorious riddance.
